In which regard wee doe conceive, 
that no juſtice, though it runne in 
never {o free a Channell can lawful- 
ly diſpoſleſſe them of it, unlefle it 
fhall appcare to bee abuſed contrary 
to the truſt repoſed in them. 
THE. Iris likewiſe defired that the 
Citie of London may immediatly 
| bee vindicated againſt a late preten- 
ded Declaration of both Houſes, 
which declares all thoſe T raytors 
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and 


and fo to forfeit life and eſtate who 
ſhall after publication thereof a& 
thereupon to get Sublcriptions,and 
that the laid Declaration bee now 
preſently reverſed and canceld. 

I 11. 1 hat both Houles of Par- 
liament doe preſently make an Or- 
der upon {ome ſpeciall penaltie for 
the calling in of all their Members 
of either Houſes to diſcharge the 
traſt the Kingdome hath repoſed 
in them, eſpecially the eleven late 
accuſed Members, againſt whom 
there hath beene nothing proved of 
their accuſation to this day.
